His daughter, Lady Patricia 
Ramsay, had been with him for 


some time.

' General of Canada, the Duke consented, 
and his term of office was twice 
extegded after the outbreak of the war 
of 1914.

The Duke was a keen Freemason, and 
when King Edward VII, on ascendin 
the Throne, gave up the office of Gran 
Master of the Freemasons of England, 
the Duke succeeded him in the chair. It 
was not until December, 1938, that he 
intimated he did not desire to seek re- 
election either to this office or to that 
of Grand Master of Mark Grand Lodge. 

During his Jong life the Duke had 
suffered many family bereavements. 
His wife, the third daughter of Prince 
Charles of Prussia, whom he married 
in March, 1879, died in 1917. Three 
years latér his elder daughter, the 
Crown Princess of Sweden, died on the 
Duke’s 70th birthday, and his only 
son, Prince Arthur of Connaught, who 
had been in indifferent health for some 
time, died on September 12, 1938. On 
December 3, 1959, the Duke’s sister, 
Princess Louise, Duchess of Argyll, 
died at Kensington Palace at the age 
of 91.

The Duke of Connaught is survived 
by his sister, Princess Beatrice, who 
married the late Prince Henry of 
Battenberg, and was mother of Prin- 
cess Victoria Eugenie, ex-Queen of

Arthur of Connaught, the question 
whether he will become the Duke of 
Connaught or not has still to be 
decided, a high member of the Duke’s 
household last night told a reporter.

INTRODUCED KHAKI 
CLOTHING 


The Duke of Connaught was the 
man responsible for clothing the 
British Army in khaki. Sir George 
Arthur, an old friend of the Duke, dis- 
closed this fact in a broadcast tribute. 
When, in 1892, the Duke inspected in 
Egypt an Indian contingent dressed 
in red and blue he was struck by the 
need for a colour that would make the 
men less easily observed. He wrote 
home about his idea, and when he 
returned continued to urge a change. 
The War Office held up their hands 
in horror, and Queen Victoria scoffed, 
but the Duke eventually had his way, 
and two years later troops were sent 
t» the Sudan in khaki uniforms, 

Sir George added that in 1906 King 
Edward VII. persuaded the Duke to 
accept the Mediterranean Command, 
with headquarters at Malta.

In the course of his judgment, the 
President said that ali the steps that 
had been taken against the prosecutors 
(the four accused men), bringing them 
within the jurisdiction of the Military 
Courts, had been taken, or purpo 
to have been taken, in pursuance of 
the Emergency Powers Acts, 1939-’40. 
Counsel for the prosecutors met the 
contention that the Orders under which 
action had been taken, or was about 
to be taken, against them were pro- 
tected from investigation by the High 
Court by reason of the provisions of 
Article of the Constitution, by the 
ep a that the. constitutional AA 
which they claimed to derive, not i 
“the written Constitution 
common law, had been, or were about 
to be, infringed. 

The constitutional rights relied upon 
in that case found clear expression in 
Articles 38 and 40 of the Constitution ; 
and in his view they could not be 
found elsewhere than in that Con- 
stitution. - The framers of the Con- 
stitution deliberately had inserted 
Article 28, which clearly was designed 
to prevent the Courts from invoking 
anything in the Constitution to in- 
validate enactments passed, or to 
nullify Acts, some of which pur- 
ported to be done in pursuance of Acts 
passed for the securing of the public 
safety or the preservation of the State 
in time of war. He clearly was of 
opinion that that Article effectively pre- 
cluded that Court from invoking the 
rights given by Articles 38 and 40, to 
nullify the Orders under which the 
prosecutors were: held in custody, and 
in pursuance of which the Military 
Court was about to try them. 

Because of the effect that they gave 
to the terms of Article 28, they had not 
called on counsel for the Attorney- 
General to answer the criticism directed 
against the Orders which had been 
impugned. 

he terms of Emergency Orders 41 F 
(under which the men had been sent for 
trial by a Military Court) and 139 
(relating to the admission of statements 
as evidence) admittedly involved a 
radical departure from the recognised 
rules of procedure which regulated the 
trial of criminal offences.

JUDICIAL CONTROL 
SUSPENDED 


Mr. Justice Gavan Duffy, in the 
course of his judgment, said that the 
Constitution had placed in the hands of 
the Oireachtas as law-givers, authority 
to suspend judicial control over the 
other organs of government in time of 
war or armed rebellion; that was the 
simple explanation of Article 28, 
Section 3, Sub-Section 3, of the 
Constitution. 

The Constitution, as amended, now 
defined “time of war” in that sub- 
section to include a time when an 
armed conflict was taking place, in 
which the State was not a participant, 
but in respect of which each House of 
the Oireachtas should have resolved 
that, arising out of such armed con- 
flict, a national emergency existed 
affecting the vital interests of that 
State.

More than eighty 
years afterwards, having won the 
Battle of Waterloo, and served a 
time as Prime Minister of England, 
the Duke of Wellington stood sponsor 
at the christening of a child who was 
given the names of Arthur William, 
third son and seventh child of the 
late Queen Victoria and the Prince 
Consort, ‘‘ Albert the Good.” That 
child died yesterday. It is hard to 
realise the stretch of European 
history that was spanned by the 
lives of these two men, godparent 
and godson. When the Duke of 
Wellington was born Eighteenth 
Century Dublin was at the height 
of its glory. Gandon still was a 
young man, and the Customs House 
was unbuilt; but the Irish capital 
was one of the finest cities of Europe, 
and almost thirty years were to pass 
before the rebellion of 98. Twenty 
years before his godson died, a native 
Irish Government had taken up its 
headquarters in the very street in 


What a wealth of romance, of 
suffering, of triumph and defeat lies 
between the birth of the Duke of 
Wellington and the death of the 
Duke of Connaught! Think of the 
great figures that have passed across 
the stage of Irish history within 
that time—of the poets from 
Goldsmith to Yeats, the national 
leaders from Wolfe Tone, Fitzgerald, 
and Emmet to Parnell, Redmond, 
Griffith and de Valera, of the 
great array of fighting men from 
the old Duke himself, who, with 
the exception of Marlborough, 
possibly was the greatest soldier 
in British history. The Duke of 
Connaught had many intimate 
associations with this country. One 
of his earliest decorations was for 
service against the Fenians. He was 
Commander-in-Chief of the British 
Forces in Ireland for four years at 
the beginning of the present century, 
and, although his mother never was 
very popular among the Irish 
people, his name always was held in 
high esteem. The Duke of Connaught 
was first and foremost a soldier. For 
the first sixty years of his long life 
he was overshadowed by the 
brilliant personality of his elder 
brother, the late King Edward VII. ; 
but he had qualities of character 
and of leadership that would have 
entitled him te respect. in any 
country and in any age. He had 
been bving in semi-retirement for so 
long that, so far as most of the 
younger generation is concerned, 
‘‘the name,” as Housman says, 
“died before the man ”; but those 
of riper years will remember the 
Duke of Connaught as a kindly 
gentleman, who did his duty un- 
obtrusively, and never was known to 
be guilty of a mean action. His 
long life was darkened by many 
personal sorrows, which he bore with 
Christian fortitude. He was the 
second last surviving child of Queen 
Victoria ; his younger sister, Princess 
Beatrice, widow of Prince Henry of 
Battenberg, and mother of the 
former Queen of Spain, survives 
him—the last remaining link with 
that great old lady who gave her 
name to one of the most memorable 
epochs of British history. 


Conscription in the North 


Sir Basil Brooke, the Northern 
Minister of Commerce, crossed to 
London this week. The purpose of 
his visit ostensibly was to discuss 
** questions relating to’’ Northern 
Ireland's output of manu:scturing 
goods, but not, unnaturally, it has 
given rise to a crop of. rumours 
throughout the six counties—and, to 
some extent, in the twenty-six as 
well.

The. Weather 


During recent weeks, when the 
war news told of snowstorms and 
frozen roads on the Russian front 
and of sandstorms and generally un- 
pleasant weather in the Libyan 
desert, it was a source of wonder 
that conditions in Ireland should be 
so mild. There was consolation for 
the shortage of fuel in the fact that 
fires were not necessary throughout 
the day, and that so much time 
| might be spent out-of-doors, After 
an autumn that seemed like summer 
there seemed to be a promise of a 
winter ‘that would be like autumn. 
It was but reasonable, however, to 


conclude that we should not escape 
completely the normal rigours of 


winter, and in the last few days we 
have experienced a touch of wind 
and fain and frost. Actually the 
weather has been much milder than 
in the Januarys of 1940 and 1941, 
and there may be much worse to 
come. Those “who have. warm 
clothing, good food, and enough fuel 
to provide them with a fire, may 
face the prospects of the next two 
months, no matter how severe they 
may be, with a certain equanimity. 
At the same time, that equanimity 
must be tempered by the knowledge 
that there are thousands of un- 
fortunate people in this country who 
have but scanty clothing, very little 
warm food, and virtually no fuel at 
all. Nothing will be achieved by 
merely reflecting upon the sorry 
plight of others. In this winter, as 
never before, it is the duty of those 
who have enough to contribute a 
share to those who have little or 
nothing of the necessities of life. 
There is no reasonable scheme under 
which they can contribute a share 
of their clothing, food, and fuel ; but 
there are scores of charitable 
organisations which will provide the 
poor with some of the comforts that 
they need if the moderately well-off 
provide the funds. This is not a 
time for the doling out of pennies 
and sixpences to chance beggars. 
What is needed to-day is really 
generous contributions to societies 
which are in a position to use 
those contributions to the greatest 
advantage. Nobody has a right 
to congratulate himself upon his 
own well-being till he has sub- 
scribed to the limit that he can 
afford in order that as many as 
possible of those in want may be 
spared a little of the misery of a 
war-time winter.

Rex Dick, the firm’s chemist, is 
attempting to extract the acid—more 
commonly wn as jemon crystals— 
from growing mould in a solution of 
sugar.
